prior to the application date. 

The H-1b visa applicant could 
not have overstayed in the U.S. 
longer than the time allowed on his 
or her visa, could not have entered 
the U.S. without inspection (through 
the border), and could not have been 
previously deported. Any applicant 
that has overstayed in the U.S. lon- 
ger than the period allotted on his 
or her visa must attend an interview 


at the U.S. Embassy of his or her 
native country and will require a 
waiver. The applicant will not be 
able to obtain any sort of visa within 
the U.S. The same applies to any 
person that has entered this country 
without inspection (through the 
border) or been previously ordered 
deported. 

Benefits: The H-1b visa grants 
the successful applicant authoriza- 
tion to work and live in the U.S. 
for a maximum of 6 years. The 
visa holder’s family (spouse and 
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minor children) can also live in the 
U.S. legally but may not work. The 
spouse of the H-1b visa holder may 
only work if he or she independently 
qualifies and obtains another H-1b 
visa. The candidate may apply from 
inside the U.S. as long as he or she 
has current valid immigration status. 
Candidates that apply from inside 
the U.S. do not have to leave the 
U.S. to return to their native country 
at any time during the visa applica- 
tion process. 

Because of its multiple ben- 
efits, the application process for the 
H-1b visa is extremely competitive. 
Based on the fact that the H-1b 
visas were all granted the first day 
the USCIS accepted applications 
last year, we know that a candidate 
cannot wait until the last minute to 
apply for this visa.

2008 el gobierno de México puso 
en vigor nuevas vigencias y tarifas 
para la emisión de pasaportes. En 
cumplimiento del Decreto por el 
cual se reforma el artículo 12 del 
Reglamento de Pasaportes, publi- 
cado el 26 de diciembre de 2007 en 
el Diario Oficial de la Federación, 
las representaciones consulares 
emitirán pasaportes con tres y seis 
años de vigencia. 

Bajo estas nuevas disposi- 
ciones, el Consulado General de 
México en San José, solamente 
expedirá pasaportes con vigencia 
tres y seis años.

sentado frente a ella la está grabando 
en video. No es hasta el final de 
la cinta cuando nos damos cuenta 
que “la oficina” es una clínica en el 
hospital de personas mentales. Si lo 
hubiéramos sabido esto al principio, 
hubiéramos puesto más atención 
a detalles que ignoramos. 

En la parte positiva, lo confuso 
del argumento de Flourish es que 
logra sostener nuestra atención. 
No queremos perder ni una pa- 
labra porque mentalmente estamos 
tratando de discernir qué es real 
y qué es fantasía en el relato de 
Gabrielle.

The commoners got a break in 
1540, after Spanish troops on the 
other side of the Atlantic capiured 
the centuries-old Mayan port of Can 
Pech on the Gulf of Mexico. The 
treasure there was a small, scrawny 
tree that grew all over the nearby 
forests - and from which a gorgeous, 
red-orange dye could be made. 

Soon, galleon loads of the trees 
began showing up in Spain, and 
news that a cheap source of colorful 
dye had been found blasted across 
Europe like a cannonball. The sooty 
set could now afford to dress like 
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the silky set.All this from a little 
tree simply called logwood. Back in 
Campeche, as the Spanish renamed 
the city, fortunes were made by 
everyone from the logwood forests’ 
new landlords to the shippers, and 
the town showed it. Campeche’s 
streets, it’s said, “were lined with 
fabulous mansions shining with 
gold and silver and the finest Chi- 
nese porcelain.” 

The only problem was, all this 
was a red flag to the pirate fleets 
prowling the Gulf waters. Over the 
next century, they raided the port 
so often that it became one of the 
most frequently sacked spots in the 
New World. 

The solution - although late 
in coming - was to build a huge, 
eight-sided wall around the city 
with fortresses on each corner 
bristling with cannons. When it was 
finished in 1704, the wall ran over 
a mile and a half long. It was six 
and a half feet thick and almost as 
high as a three-story building. The 
pirates never came back. 

Campeche thrived as the sec- 
ond richest city (after Veracruz) in 
eastern Mexico for another century 
and a half until the mid-1800s, 
when European inventors figured 
out a way to make artificial dyes. So 
what’s the town like today? As you 
might expect, it’s a lot bigger - close 
to a quarter-million people live here 
- but the downtown area is much 
like it was hundreds of years ago. 
More than a thousand mansions, 
churches, government offices, busi- 
nesses and other buildings along 
the city’s cobbled lanes have been 
restored to their colonial elegance. 
What’s more, a large section of the 
city is still framed by six remaining 
sections of the old wall and their 
gun-studded bastions. 

Besides its historical attrac- 
tions, Campeche offers some of 
the best bargains in the country. 
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The Hacienda Puerta Campeche offers luxury rooms in the shadows of the fort. 


For example, rooms in the city’s 
dozen or so tourist-class hotels can 
often be found for less than $75 
a night including breakfast. And 
you’ ll find stunningly low prices in 
the handicraft shops around town, 
especially for woven goods and 
ceramics. Beyond that, Campeche 
is packed with great restaurants 
(featuring fresh seafood, also at low 
prices), it’s safe to walk around in 
(even late at night) and it’s close 
(as short as a half-hour’s drive) to 
Edzna and other spectacular Mayan 
ruins in the area. 

The big buzz around these 
parts is that there’s a new, $600 
million mega-resort - the state’s 
first - springing up just 45 minutes 
down the coast along a mile and a 
half of white sand beaches. Set to 
partially open later this year, the 
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Campeche Playa Golf, Marina & 
Spa Resort will have a whopping 
3,000 lodging units, including 500 
in a five-star hotel and the rest in 
single residences and condos. 
Dotting the property’s 760 
acres will be attractions such as 
a marina with 150 berths, a Jack 
Nicklaus Signature golf course, a 


sea turtle museum, a health center 


and a shopping mall. 

Getting there: Jet hops from 
Mexico City to the Campeche air- 
port take a little over an hour and a 
half. From there, it's a short drive to 
the city or about a 45 minute ride to 
the new resort. Another option for 
visitors to the Campeche Playa is 
to fly from Houston to Ciudad del 
Carmen near the southern border of 
the state, from which it's an hour’s 
ride to the resort.
